SAND  RUNNING 

Tattersalls  had  several  competitors 
enter  the  second  running  of  the 
Bondi  Barefoot  Classic  on  Sunday 
29  May.  It  is  becoming  well  known 
for  being  a  solid  warm  up  race 
before  the  Manly  Soft  Sand  Classic 
on  12  June.  The  competition  entails 
running  lengths  of  Bondi  Beach 
barefoot  in  the  soft  sand  in  either  the 
4km  or  10km  events.  Both  events 
were  very  gruelling  and  were  made 
even  tougher  due  to  the  strong 
northerly  wind  and  cool  conditions. 
Competitor  numbers  swelled  to  325, 
twice  that  of  last  year  and  indicated 
the  event’s  growing  popularity. 


Soft  sand  running  requires  the 
runner  to  pace  himself  from  the 
start,  going  out  too  hard  too  early 
could  result  in  a  no  finish,  as 
experienced  by  the  early  race  leader 
In  the  9km  event.  In  the  4km  event, 
Simon  Storry  excelled  and  finished 
third  overall  and  won  the  over  30’s 
age  group.  Shaun  Clyne  also  put  in 
a  great  effort  and  managed  to  hold 
out  some  strong  competition. 

In  the  10km  event  Tim  Noonan, 
Callum  Macleod  and  Richard  Jagger 
recorded  impressive  performances. 
Tim  really  tested  his  stamina  having 
completed  a  half  marathon  on  the 
Great  Ocean  Road  over  the  previous 
weekend.  He  poses  a  real  threat  for 
the  Manly  race!  It  was  good  to  see 
Callum  out  running  again  and  we 
look  forward  to  a  big  performance 
on  his  home  beach. 

Overall  the  race  was  very  well 
organised  and  Bondi  put  on  an 
impressive  display  with  some 
massive  swells  in  the  background. 
Tattersalls  expects  to  have  a  strong 
contingent  of  runners  in  the  Manly 
event.
